NATO Conference 


President Eisenhower, moving from 
strength and need, will head the Ameri- 
can delegation to Paris in December for 
the NATO meeting of the 15-member na- 
tions. 

That is good. This session, which will 
be the first in history to assemble the 
heads of state from each NATO mem- 
ber, comes none too soon. 

The Russians have scored a psycho- 
logical victory. But the fact remains the 
United States is ahead in nuclear and 
atomic advances—even though it trails 
in the Sputnik field. The Russians also 
have won a victory in the Middle East. 
They are for the first time in history a 
power in that oil-rich area. They have 
a firm base in Syria and a foothold in 
Yemen and Egypt. 

But the race is not won. 


The United States is handicapped 
more than people know, especially in the 
South, by racial violence and defiance. 
That may not seem important to ex- 
tremists, but it is important to those re- 
sponsible for the security and survival 
of the United States. 

There remains a great reservoir of 
faith in the American dream. We can't 
afford to allow extremists to extinguish 
it. There remains, also, a tremendous 
faith in the honesty and good will of the 
President of the United States. We hail 
his decision to lead the U. S. delegation 
to NATO. 

There still is a chance for world peace. 

And we must allow nothing to dis- 
suade us from staying strong and from 
thinking, acting and speaking as Ameri- 
cans first, then as Easterners, Southern- 
ers, Westerners or Northerners, If Amer- 
ica survives, so will all her regions. If 
America fails, so will all her regions, in- 
cluding the South.

Greater Respectability 


Halloween, or Hallowed-evening, turns 
up each October 31, right on the dot. It is 
interesting to take note of its mutations. 


It began as a pagan festival. 


By the time the Christians came along, 
trying to compete with the pagans, the 
handful of followers of the Nazarene 
skillfully began to appropriate some of 
the pagan festivals and to transform 
them into something Christian. They 
could then offer the wavering pagan, 
torn between the wish to join the caper- 
ing throng in celebration of some period 
dedicated to the gods of harvest, wine or 
dance, a competitive activity. 

The pagans believed that at this time 
of the year the ghosts of the dead and 
other supernatural denizens made their 
appearance and were available for consul- 
tations as to the future. This explains 
our present custom of dressing as witches, 
goblins, ghosts, and so on. 


The Christians transformed the event 
into “The Vigil of All Hallows, or the 
Festival of All Saints.” It is observed in 
the apostolic churches of our time as 
one of the holy days. 


The Christians made the evening, and 
the day following, one of prayer and of 
remembering the saints. 


The pagan aspect dominates but in 
our day it happily is watered down to 
“Trick or Treat.” This is an improve- 
ment on the destruction of property which 
used to make the evening memorable. 


It is a free country. And tonight one 
may seek the comfort of the saints or 
cavort with the goblins.

Atlanta Lottery Queen 
Observes Anniversary 


Margaret (Josie) Hodges, a notorious 
figure in local police and court circles, 
is back in the news again. 


We believe it is worth comment 
here because her career illustrates why 
honest police and other law enforcement 
officers might well be discouraged and 
take a dim view of the way the law 
operates after they, the officers, have 
done their job. 

The name of Margaret Hodges first 
appears in criminal investigation records 
on Sept. 9, 1941. The charge was lottery. 

She was arrested by Atlanta lottery 
squad officers the night of Oct. 29, 1957. 
The charge was suspicion of lottery. 

This was close to the anniversary of 
her first arrest. 

In the years that have passed’ since 
that first arrest 16 years ago, the name 
of Margaret Hodges has been entered in 
police records, city, county .and federal, 
more than 50 times, Sixteen of these 
involve use of the word lottery.

time behind bars for lottery violation. 

There are some cases which seeming- 
ly are still pending. There are others 
which have been dead-docketed. 

With the exception of a bribery case 
and an assault case, Margaret Hodges has 
apeared in other instances, as the 
statutes require, in Solicitor John I, 
Kelley’s court. He has had very poor 
luck in prosecuting. : 

In 1956 a Fulton County jury in So- 
licitor Paul Webb’s court sent Margaret 
Hodges to Reidsville on the assault charge. 

A recent grand jury committee re- 
portedly assisted in bringing about her 
release on a basis of new evidence. The 
explanation was that she was needed to 
bring in evidence of lottery machinations. 

Margaret Hodges has not, of course, 
been tried on the basis of the latest ar- 
rest, but it would appear from the 
charges made that she has used her time 
to associate once more with lottery ac- 
tivities. The activities of the grand jury 
committee in her behalf appear more and 
more dubious insofar as value is con- 
cerned. 

At any rate, insofar as the most no- 
torious lottery figure in the city and 
county is concerned, it would seem that 
the police consistently have done their 
duty and arrested her when she was dis- 
covered in what appeared to be illegal 
activity. 

Certainly they have done so about 50 
times. 

It will be interesting to see the next 
chapter. 

We suggest the public try to keep it 
in mind.

Should Try Hearing Aid 


So the secretary of the Georgia Educa- 
tion Commission would buy electronic 
equipment suitable for wire tapping? 

Well, his requisition makes one impor- 
tant omission.

They reflected a 
split in the 82-nation body and it 
appeared doubtful if either would 
get the required two-thirds ap- 
proval. 

Syria, which has been contend- 
ing for more than three weeks 
that Turkey is about to launch ar 
attack, formally proposed that wd | 
Assembly appotnt a seven-nation, 
fact-finding comission to investi- | 


gate the situation on both sides +) 
the border. 


IMMEDIATE ACTION 


The commission would go to the | 
trouble area immediately and re- | 
port back to the Assembly and 
Security Council within two weeks. 
Syria and Turkey would pick two 
nations each, and three others by | 
common agreement within three 
days of Assembly action approv- | 
ing the commission. 


Syria’s move was countered | 


immediately by a _ seven-nation 
resolution which merely expressed 
confidence that Secretary General | 
Dag Hammarskjold is available 
to undertake tension-easing talks | 
with Syria and Turkey, and if) 
necessary make a trip to those 
countries “in connection with the 
performance of his task.” 


U.S. BACKING 


The resolution, which has the 
support of the United States, notes 
that efforts are being made to 


* resolve the crisis. This is a refer- | 


ence to the mediation offer of King | 
Saud of Saudi Arabia, which has | 
been spurned thus far by Syria. 
Wallace Nesbitt of Canada, one | 
of.the sponsors of the seven-na- 
fidn resolution putting Hammar- 
skjold into the picture, called on | 
Syria “to weigh carefully the ad- 


vantages of accepting’ Saud’s | 
mediation offer. 
If that course fails, Nesbitt | 


added, Hammarskjold “should be | 
able to make a helpful contribu- 
tion.”

* WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (—Adam quickly wor- 
ried about Eve, so it’s only natural that the Na- 
tional Manpower Council soon would get around 
to fretting about womanpower. 

The council's new study of the working woman 
fills a book, and for those who think they're ex- 
pérts on women, working and otherwise, here are 
three questions: 

1. Which group has the larger percentage 
working—the 20-year-old group of girls or the 
50-year-old group of women? 

2. What is the median age at which a woman 
has her last baby? 

. 3. How many women in the labor force are 
married? 

Take a moment to think, and let’s go to the 
answers, and maybe a few surprises. 


. 1. The proportion of working women of 20 and 
& is exactly the same—45 per cent. 

’ 2. Half the women of America have had their 
last baby, and have completed their families, 
at the age of 26. 

3. Six of every 10 women who work are mar- 
ried. 


STARTED IN 1951 


. The National Manpower Council was set up in 

1951, under a Ford Foundation grant, to study 
how better to use this nation’s resources. Its 
executive director, Henry David, was in town 
discussing some of its findings. 

. “Do you realize we produce 50 per cent of the 
world’s goods with only six per cent of the popu- 
lation?”’ he said. ‘“We found during the war that 
our real limiting factor was our manpower re- 
sources.” 


Fills a Book 


Which fetches us around to that wonderful 
resource, women. 


In 1890, four million women worked and made 
up about a sixth of the working population. 
Generally speaking, a girl, quite probably a 
daughter of immigrants, worked out of sheer ne- 
cessity—and dreamed of a husband and a day 
when she would work no longer. 


In 1956 about 22 million women worked, made 
up almost a third of the civilian labor force, and 
picked up more than 42 billion dollars in wages 
and salaries. 


PROVIDE OPPORTUNITIES 


Generally speaking, David believes, a woman 
now works when she first gets out of school, 
drops out to have babies, and then, when her last 
youngster heads for kindergarten or the first 
grade, gets herself a job again. 

Whether this is good or bad, it’s happening, 
and David says employers should understand 
what’s going on and provide more opportunities 
for advancement for the woman who comes back. 

Our whole attitude toward the working woman 
—and the job she should hold—is mysterious. 

Why is the teaching profession here filled with 
women whereas men still do the teaching in most 
of Western Europe? Why are doors closed to 
women in some businesses, whereas something 
like retailing gives women excellent opportuni- 
ties? 

David is sure we need to revise our thinking 
if we’re to use womanpower to our greatest ad- 
vantage. Certainly we may need to think differ- 
ently about women in other respects, too. 

Mother, for example, may be a slick chick, 
off to make her way, successfully, in the business 
world. Like it or not, she’s a long way from 
Mother Machree.

The earthy pumpkin has splashed its yellow-orange fruitful- 
ness across the folklore, history, celebrations and stomachs of the 


world. 


The Indians grew varieties of pumpkins long before Columbus 
got America confused with India. The Pilgrims were thankful for 
. it can be stored all 
winter, and food experts recommend it as a source of vitamin A. 
And Cinderella was stunned and thrilled when her pumpkin turned 


the rich harvest of the colorful vinefruit . . 


into a carriage. 


The symbol of bountiful crops in many parts of the world, a 


pumpkin from Winchester, Md., yielded strange fruit in 1948. This 
famous pumpkin of modern times was the hollowed out, hidden 
member of the Whittaker Chambers farm. It contained micro- 
filmed State Department documents, and the ‘pumpkin papers” 
starred in the Alger Hiss trial. 


But Americans know its globular heaviness best in two forms: 
the leering, prankish jack-o’-lantern of Halloween and the rich, 
spicy pie of autumn. 


The bountiful pumpkin has lived a dual life through the ages. 
Depending on time, place and custom, the pumpkin has been 
eaten in joy and smashed in anger, has symbolized life and death, 
has been worshipped as a deity and scorned as a fool. 


- In China it is called the Emporer of the Garden .. . a symbol 
of “‘fruitfulness, health and gain.” In the mythology of Burma, 
it is the center of creativity. The original spirit of the earth made 
the pumpkin and other good and evil spirits. Each spirit contrib- 
uted something (arms, legs, etc.) to the pumpkin, and Shingrawa, 
the man-creator of the earth, was born. 
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The Seminole Indians worship their deity as the creator of the 
Milky Way and the pumpkin plant. In September in the great 
produce market of Paris, the Festival of King Pumpkin is cele- 
brated. The largest pumpkin is bedecked with tinsel and a paper 
crown, everyone pays homage to the King, and then the royalty is 
cut up and auctioned for soup. 

The Georgia State Farmers Market in Atlanta could have paid 
its own tribute to earthy royalty Tuesday when a 104-pound pump- 
kin, “larger than an old washtub,” was brought in. Most of the 
market’s pumpkins come in pickup truckloads from north Georgia 
farmers who mingle the vines with their cornstalks. And this time 
of year the market may handle as many as 25,000 pumpkins a day. 


The pumpkin plays its most puzzling role at Halloween. In 
many feasts around the world the meat carved out to make a jack- 
o’-lantern becomes a pie... certainly food means life. Yet one 
reference source called the grinning shell a death’s head. Another 
source called it the symbol of harvest. 


Stranger still is the name Jack-o’-Lantern which does not 
refer to the fanciful man in the pumpkin, but to “‘ignis fatuus’’ 
or “foolish fire.’ This curious term also is called will-o’-the-wisp 
and means the elusive light surrounding marshy regions. 


The folk people say it leads foolish travelers astray, and ignis 
fatuus supposedly springs from the combustion of marsh gas. Some 
marsh people think of the fire as feminine and call it Peg~«’- 
Lantern, but Jack in British folklore is a prankish, clever trickster. 


Halloween itself is a blend of the ancient Druid festival of the 
dead and the medieval religious custom which honored saints at 
Allhallows feast (Nov. 1). In ancient belief it was the time when 
the dead spirits flew through the night to seek the warmth of the 
living. 

Carl Sandburg became an “orange and tawny” pumpkin and 
gently laughed with Jack when he wrote these lines: “*. . . Children 
join hands and circle round me singing ghost songs and love to the 
harvest moon; I am a jack-o’-lantern with terrible tog and the 
children know I am fooling.” 

Could not a flame-filled, fool-happy jack-o’ ‘alors with pranks 
under his hat scare away the dead spirits and promise a warm, 
plentiful winter?

“Technically it was on a par with the first studio I ever saw 
at Fort Lee, N.J., in the early '20s,”" he related. “A de luxe $30,- 
000 production—the price of an American short—was being shot. 


“The one camera was dollied back and forth by three turbaned, 
skinny stage hands; a small boy circulated with drinking water, 
and there were—but no more than in Hollywood—inexplicable de- 
lays, endless retakes and interminable conferences. The actors 
read their lines adequately but listlessly, the heat was intense, 
and I was beginning to nod, myself, when the studio manager start- 
ed to dart around whispering something to everyone. Following 
this, the studio suddenly became as animated as an old Mack 
Sennett cop chase. 


The male lead viriled up, turned into a lense louse and tried 
to steal every scene. The ingenue began to emote like an Eddie 
Cantor playing an orphans’ home benefit, the director stormed and 
struck poses, the cameramen began to do ballets with the camera 
and the villain began to frighten even me. I wondered what magic 
words the studio manager had whispered to effect this transforma- 
tion. 


“T did not have to wonder long because shortly he himself came 
over to be with an interpreter in tow who bowed low and said, 
‘It is an honor to have in our midst so outstanding a representa- 
tive of Western culture as the celebrated Mr. Louis B. Mayer, 
maestro of so cultured an organization as the M-G-M Corporation 
of America.’ ” 


Arthur Mayer says he tried to explain but nobody believed him 
and he finally “sneaked out, leaving in my wake, I am afraid, sev- 
eral dashed hopes for Hollywood contracts.” 


Now the magic Mr. Mayer is gone but the movies he gave us, 
from “Ben Hur’ to the “Wizard of Oz,”’ were as important to the 
growing up of an entire generation of Americans, I suppose, as the 
things we learned in school. 


I don’t know much about Mr. Mayer himself but I have an idea 
that he and the other builders of the industry, were as Arthur 
Mayer wrote, “‘not the crass, vulgar illiterates that wise-cracking 
dramatists and frustrated authors have depicted, nor the gilded, 
stuffed statesmen that their publicists and paid biographers have 
portrayed.” 

They were pioneers and again as Arthur Mayer said, ‘Like 
most pioneers they built with whatever means came to hand—and 
they built according to the mores of their day, which are no longer 
the mores of today, much as the mores of today will surely not be 
those of tomorrow.”

| Use of Mail 
Is Urged for 
Subpoenas 


Serving summonses by mail on 
persons called for jury duty in 
Fulton County is an idea which 
“could be used to save hundreds 
of man hours and hundreds of 
dollars,” County Atty. Harold 
Sheats said Wednesday. 

Sheats, in a letter to 
Manager A. E. Fuller said, “I 
certainly think the idea is worth 
exploring.” 

The attorney made the com- 
ments in reply to questions which 
Fuller had asked him about the 
feasibility of using: mail instead 
of personal service by a deputy 
sheriff to subpoena jurors. 


RETURN ENVELOPE 


Sheats suggested that once the 
mail summons system was put 
into effect, each summons should 
be accompanied by a letter ex- 
plaining the economy of the new 
system and explaining that sim- 
ply ignoring the summons would 
not allow a citizen to escape jury 
service. 

The summons. also should be 
accompanied by a return enve- 
lope addressed to the deputy who 
would normally personally serve 
the respective citizens with sub- 
poenas, Sheats said. 

“When a juror had received 
his summons (evidenced by the 
fact that the envelope concern- 
ing same had not been returned 
to the court) but ignored same 
and did not respond at the time 
satisfactory, the clerk could sim- 
ply issue a new summons for 
the following week,” Sheats 
pointed out. 


SEES BIG SAVINGS 


The attorney said he had “no 
doubt” that the idea could be 
used to save “hundreds of man 
hours and therefore, hundreds of 
dollars.” 

Sheats advised Fuller that if he 
wanted to pursue the matter fur- 
ther he should confer with the 
chief judge of Superior Court, 
the judges of Criminal Court and 
Civil Court, along with Sheriff 
T. Ralph Grimes. 

The attorney concluded in his 
letter that he did not feel mail 
service of jury summons would 
materially reduce the efficiency 
of the courts.

A new source of information 
was Claude Lonnie Neal, convict 
in DeKalb County jail, who told 
the GBI that an ex-policemnan 
from Cairo, Ill., had admitted on 
four occasions that he had killed 
Drake and that another man was 
going to “burn” for it. 

Neal is in DeKalb jail on a 
charge of possessing burglary 
tools. 

Sheriff Brooks said he had no 
faith in anything a “crook like 
that would say, particularly when 
you promise to turn him loose 
in turn for him talking.” 

Brooks said that Lt. Wilson’s 
territory for investigating does 
not include Jackson County and 
added that he couldn’t understand 
the GBI officer’s part in the in- 
vestigation. 

The sheriff said that since 
Foster’s trial he had worked on 
the murder case with two GBI 
agents — Louis —— and

N.Y. Charts 
Integration 


Of Schools 


(Copyright 1957 by The New York Times Co.) 
NEW YORK, Oct. 30—A long- 


range school building program to 
reduce segregation is under way 
in this city. 

Board of Education officials 
disclosed today that since the 
Supreme Court decision of May 
17, 1954, outlawing “‘separate but 
equal’ education facilities, 60 new 
schools had been authorized for 
“fringe” areas. 


These areas are sections of the 
city where Negro, Puerto Rican 
and white populations overlap. 
Sixty per cent of all new school 
buildings in this city have been 
allocated to the fringe districts. 
These schools are estimated to 
cost more than $100,000,000 and 
will house 75,000 pupils. 

21 BUILDINGS 

Twenty-one buildings already 
have been constructed and are in 
use, or will be soon. Twenty-two 
are under construction, while 17 
are in the planning stage. 

Actually New 


York City’s| } 


schools are segregated, in large | 


part, because of the residential 
pattern. Legally, all children, 
regardiess of color, may enter 
any school in their district. But 
large concentrations of Negroes 
and Puerto Ricans in Harlem, 
in the Bedford-Stuyvesant area of 
Brooklyn and in sections of the 
Bronx make de facto segregation, 
common in this city. 

OLD COMMISSION 

A commission on integration, 
appointed by the Board of Edu- 
cation two years ago, made 
numerous recommendations de- 
signed to reduce the incidence of 
such segregation. 

A study by the New York Times 
shows that the attempt to inte 
grate more fully is making slow, 
uneven progress. Despite fre- 
quent assurances from _ school 
officials, there is growing sus- 
picion and distrust among Negro 
leaders, parent groups and civil 
organizations. Many accuse 
school board members and ad- 
ministrators of giving little more 
than lip service to plans to re- 
duce segregation.

NEW YORK, Oct. 28—The Wall Street Journal 
is shedding some tears—crocodile, we hope—over the 
plight of corporate executives with stock options. 
That paper wails: 
“As stock prices have slipped steadily, many stock option plans 


—for the present, at least—have become worthless to both com- 
panies and executives.” 


Now, ain't that a shame. 


But how about the poor shareholder who 
exercised his “‘option” and actually bought stock 
and paid for it, only to see it decline. 


Imagine, for example, how a shareowner In 
Penn-Texas Corp. must feel about the options 


granted to officers of that enterprise. The options 
are worthless, but that is nothing if the options 
weren't exercised. On the other hand the small 
shareowner has seen his stock plummet to $4.50 
a share from $13.87% earlier this year and from 
$19.87% last year. 


Penn-Texas stock was being tipped at the high price of last 
year by a small Stock Exchange firm, which was receiving a fee 
from Penn-Texas as “financial adviser.” This was only revealed 
after this writer called the omission to the Exchange's attention. 

The Wall Street Journal fears that because many options have

will have difficulty keeping their executives. 


This will likely prove so where the options have been granted 
as an extra compensation. These are unsound options, and are 
granted in the interest of the executive rather than the company 
and its shareowners. Options have been turned into a form of 
racket, along with some of the tax-free expense accounts. 


The real purpose of options should be to give younger executives 
a chance to build up a financial stake in the company. The pl 
should be tailored to fit a long term investment program—not just™ 
a quick turn in the market. 


The trouble today is where the options are considered extra 
pay at lower capital gains tax rates.
